ARTHUR (Aroutian) PAPAZIAN, born in 1954 in Armenia, 
began his piano studies at the age of six, and at twelve 
made,his first stage appearance performing Beethoven's 
Coneerto No. 2 with the State Symphony Orchestra of 
Armenia. He graduated in 1972 with special honours 

from the Peter Tchaikowsky School, and, in the same year 
won First Prize at the Transcaucasian Competition in 
Bakou. Mr. Papazian continued his studies with George 
Saradjev at the Erevan State Conservatory and later with’ 
the late Yacov Milshtein at the Moscow State Tchaikowsky 
Conservatory. During this period he won the Silver Medal 
at the Bedrich Smetana International Competition in 
Prague, and First Prize at the Vianna da Motta Inter- 
national Competition in Lisbon. This awarded him the 
opening concert in Lisbon's 1979-80 music season and 
concert tours in Portugal, France, Italy, Bulgaria, 
Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia, and Canada. 


Mr. Papazian's most important success occurred in 1980 
when he was awarded the Bronze Medal at the Frederic 
Chopin International Competition in Warsaw. He remained 
in Poland for two months, performing over twenty con- 
certs and releasing two recordings. In 1982 his third 
record album was released by Melodia in Moscow. 


Mr. Papazian is a former faculty member of the Erevan 
State Conservatory where he was a Senior Professor in 
the Solo Piano Department. He currently resides in 
the United States and will make his Carnegie Hall 
recital debut on March 20th of this year.

Although named Sonata, the work "Dedication to Komitas" 
oes not attain a sonata-form. Several themes are presented 
i never developed. The composer freely utilizes glissandos 

pizzicatos on the strings. Several familiar melodies from 
he folk songs by Komitas can be heard which are, however, 
tie interrupted and never presented completely. A psycho- 
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ical climax is reached at the end when the composer intro- 
ces the human voice. 
In this work Delalian has created a musical monument 
| ee to the great composer, Komitas, and to the Saddest 
sode of the Armenian history.
